THE SPIRIT QUICKENETH.—Why that 
great many teachers seem tired living? 
may what the French call ennui; else bor- 
ders mere exhaustion. course there theo- 
today among the latest psychologists that 
must sublimate our emotions—nothing worth get- 
ting excited about and enthusiasm high places 
would argue provincialism and lack worldly wis- 
dom. The position the teacher arbiter and 
judge demands cold dispassionate dignity. But 
has the teacher ceased leader? not our 
purpose inspire confidence and concern the 
children light? Quick, his old “Educational 
Reformers” maintained that teaching was narrow- 
ing profession but stopped short saying was 
killing one. There place the busy world 
today where human being can die the death and 
escape burial save classroom. How many 
teachers are but preserved mummies averting actual 
dissolution the linen and sweet spices youthful 

Lack interest life not confined teachers 
though they part are responsible for the tragedy 
that the young today can not find happiness. The 
child today, not knowing where happiness lies, flies 
from the frgiid splendors school, echoed sepul- 
chral accents dead unappreciative souls, and 
devious routes soon trods the path dalliance. 
Without jocund spirit and fiery heart how can 
timid mind combat heroic thought? What art, 
music and literature mean children when the 
movie, the radio and the joy-ride are thrust the 
balance? What bankrupt soul left when dis- 
illusionment sets in; following the piper not long 
But the way life follow someone; 
and the teacher’s duty the piper for the 
things that are worth while. Whatever else the 
teacher may fulfill this arduous role de- 
mands one certain 


FOLLOW THE 
the evident skepticism with which educators look 
upon prophecies ever pleasant pastime gaze 
into the future far human eve can see.

Shall, 
doubt, used advisedly, for the school seeks not 
only predict, but uncertain sense attempts 
direct the future.

tional aims and ideals, and the processes that 
make for desired ends.” statement that 
brings joy our hearts. Surely the endeavors 
the school are certain find well directed 
effort toward the aims and ideals that are desired, 
preparation toward larger future. course, 
are warned not too optimistic “Meantime, 
are dependent upon empirical data, and are 
swayed selfish whims.” 

After careful perusal the entire report can 
find mention single study devoted snecifical- 
the emotional and volitional life. The Dean 
admits the necessity research and experimenta- 
tion provide reliable information for the next gen- 
eration teachers; perhaps the subjects con- 
sidered the Teachers College may find facts 
fundamental “the processes that make for de- 
sired ends.” But ask all seriousness, what 
effect “Oven Temperature Tests,” “Temperature 
and Household Refrigerators,” “Basal 
Metabolism the White Rat.” “The Value Pea- 
nut Flour Substitute” will have upon graduates 
generation hence? suspect that the Dean’s 
words “we are swayed selfish might 
easily interpreted mean that great many our 
called educational institutions, that presume 
prepare for the future are controlled interests 
extrinsic education, business concerns whose only 
regard for the future supnlv with more 
desirable product, rather than with generation 
leaders the teaching profession. 


THE FOURTH

and snake walking. Perhaps our interest one 
the arts tradition and not love; esteem 
literature, music, painting sculpture because 
were taught so. The thickness our appre- 
ciation due the fact that each art but one di- 
mension life and achieve length without 
breadth and depth may give one certain pointed- 
ness but makes one very little. 

Our own narrowness may responsible for our 
inability make cultural subject vital our stu- 
dents. The bias America today makes literature 
the cultural art the mass and college teaches 
literary forms with much eclat. But what per 
cent students does good reading become even 
desultory Even Shakespeare, once con- 
sidered sort literary rock ages, losing 
and may fall into the oblivion that surrounded 
Dante for ages. There but one company produc- 
ing Shakespeare the United States today, and 
that indifferently supported. The other arts have 
enthusiastic but narrow partisans just has poetry. 
should ask ourselves, are able present the 
entire beauty work art such manner 
make intrinsically interesting? our- 
selves perceive the real worth thing beauty? 
Possibly our point view circumscribed 
limited appreciation things worth while that 
are incapable transmitting class the joy 
real pleasure. might test ourselves this 
regard with question.

every nugget wisdom that student received will 
tested the acid real life, teachers would 
not mix much dross with the gold give. 
Preaching essentially different from teaching, 
though great many people not know (includ- 
ing many who have misinterpreted the command 
Christ). preach education most often 
prate. prepare our students for life must 
fix firmly their hearts right rather than expedien- 
cy, true happiness rather than the pleasure folly, 
that contact with the world will not destrov their 
confidence and larger vision.

from the pleasant dream the Pre-Raphaelite 
and the idea that art consisted copying tapestries 
rather than mass and median production 
principle, you may gloat over the fact that good- 
ness, beauty and truth lie the mean the ex- 
tremes keep them there, and the very statistics 
prove it. 


impossible have anything without ex- 
tremes just another sense legitimate 
impossible have anything with them. one 
the exasperating prospects thought that 
cannot imagine space without limits, space 
with limits; paradox hard understand and 
great many individuals meaningless because they 
can see but one side question. And really, when 
come the deeper and essential things 
prerogative God alone see both sides once 
—the best can see one side time. 
But that everything has two sides the least 
toast. 

The apparent dualism that contrast creats imme- 
diately suggests endless round opposites but 
our present purpose wish look upon but 
one type opposition—one that measure rep- 
resents all the others—the point view that looks 
toward the past, that looks back, and that which 
stares ahead. And since our prime interest the 
educational field let turn our particular attention 
that phase our subject. 


The first type that comes our mind the so- 
called disciplinarian. Perhaps the firstborn 
the generation education and right holds high 
place the family council. Whether 
scholastic form, the repression the gymna- 
sium the plausible periods Herbart all 
one; the presumption the various systems 
formal discipline basic, fundamental assump- 
tion upon which the entire structure must stand 
fall. That the modes and forms the school, en- 
tirely apart from their content, are effectively trans- 
formed into efficient processes practical life 
means self-evident truth. That repetition and 
drill themselves will develop thoroughness 
general challenges proof, “for your dull ass will not 
mend its pace with And though the edu- 
cational philosophers who still cling the basic 
necessity developing habit, making the prin- 
ciple their systems chart many dangerous shoals 


teaching practice and cry warning the dog- 
matist, with the exasperating equanimity 
Wackford Squeers that mass our conservative 
pedagogues sail their oblivious way blissful 
ignorance many Scylla and Charybdis. 
speak plainly, there are thousands teachers who 
have lost the vital spark and who impose upon the 
eternal spirit the chainless mind ponderous 
bond methol all the while flattering themselves 
that they are leading aspiring souls from the prime- 
val darkness ignorance the white light truth. 
Many teacher who points out the road heaven 


that her little travelers somehow tire and be- 


come—real estate dealers Los Angeles. 

While the devotees past glory are earnest 
their task developing “latter-day saints”, and are 
shaping the destiny nations from last year’s 
model, another group conscientious educators 
stand back back with our disciplinarians. Scarce 
deigning glance the dead past they keep firm 
eye upon the glorious horizon the future, and not 
the form the past, but the spirit the fu- 
ture they see success—personality’s the thing. 
The letter and the form, the statute and the code 
education have destroyed the spirit and the soul, 
the sanction and the principles the individual and 
only when return the primitive simplicity 
the the ego, stript the veils custom, tradi- 
tion and convention, will man achieve the pristine 
glory that his. 

Individuality not late cry education. The 
freshman can cite examples history periods 
when the individual ideal assumed the ascendant 
educational practice; but none can cite any great 
epochs where the individual was developed the 
expense all—including himself. the transpo- 
sition the Socratic dictum “Be thyself” has 
given some ambiguity, the real smack 
ancient oracle, has also transformed education 
into delightful game pastime; are put 
guess the future child—will turn out 
failure, one the group, will glory and 
surprise? the extreme advocate formal dis- 
cipline have faith, certainly your patron individu- 
ality possesses hope. Rather than trust the spe- 
cies is, like true evolutionist hopes for the 
saltation many “sports” that shall shortly 
break the narrow limits humanity. 

Justice due, however, those that cry down 
dull formalism. Repression never yet made genius 
(though might have helped many one). 
are make the most latent talent, are 
develop fullness and power, the worth while 
child, his expression and the encouragement the 
teacher, not his sullen acquiescence the repres- 
sion the school, will accomplish the result. There 
good practical sense, though tastes pragma- 
tism, the ideal being something and doing 
the busy world today there ten- 
dency keep the move whether not know 
where leads us. fact, the last cry Individu- 
ality would appear be, “Be Doing, right 
wrong.” 
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have touched but one aspect our problem 
far, most important one true, but one which 
it. The purpose the school dispute. But 
though mince words upon the question, and un- 
animity beyond this life, the school itself 
inviolable among civilized people (except some 
sections Georgia). would question the need 
eating, because can not explain the marvel 
digestion, soon would deny education 
essential. sense the discussion the nature 
education tends become purely academic and 
gives teachers blessed opportunity un- 
burdening our minds much florid rhetoric. But 
just the abstract subject assumes vital 
reality when discuss the selection beans 
macaroni for dinner and the way cook those tasty 
dishes, when touch upon the curriculum and 
the methods teaching not become 
practical least strike reality—we hit upon the 
heart teacher’s mystery—his method.

This sad 
slander upon thousands efficient persons who 
not deem essential follow the latest fad play 
with the last fancy. stands reason that ripe 
reason must guide the zeal and devotion many 
seasons the school and that the constancy 
many winters has achieved more than whitened 
hairs and broken spirit. Still the cut the coat 
index the mind and note today that 
styles have changed—the older generation out 
sympathy with the new. 

verges the platitudinous assert that our 
day practical and materialistic. not 
patent all, however, that the materialistic and 
economic spirit the age has entered the field 
education. Business ideals and methods have 
usurped many educational centers the headship 
the school and the net result has been that our 
schools today are permeated with the quantity norm. 
has been the practise measure everything 
the material order scientific accuracy and eco- 
nomic efficiency, the new educational heirarchy has 
translated the process the field the school and 
this activity keeps pace for another generation 
our successors will able solve the problems 
teaching class just solve logarithms. 

Thus observe the antithesis method that 
divides our teaching practice. the one hand 
sort hit and miss, slip-shod attack, musty prac-

The Cath- 
olic school and the religious teacher owe their exist- 
ence the life Christ; and catechism, religious 
instruction, sodalities, even the environment the 
Catholic school bring the Master the children 
daily. Any effort, then, introduce study the 
life Christ into the high school should seem 
impertinent the attempt teach skilled seam- 
stress “to turn down 


The chief concern Catholic education is, how- 
ever, building the child lasting spiritual life, 
and any means, thread-worn though be, which will 
further the attainment this end, its own justi- 
fication. Many the methods that have been em- 
ployed have sought preserve contact between the 
school and the student after the years formal 
education are over; for the Catholic school follows 
her children through life with restless mother-love. 
Unfortunately, time and circumstances often render 
these attempts futile. Once the student has passed 
from the school, its direct influence over. has, 
course, knowledge the Truth and the strength 
the Sacraments, and, themselves, these means 
are sufficient sustain the inward life; but some 
dominant power must drive him employ them. 
The experience centuries has proved the compel- 
ling force love. Catholic education inspire 
personal love Christ the soul the student, 
his future spiritual life will secure, for though 
may fall, love will urge him and on. Peter 
and Judas fell; but Peter, the lover, rose. 

Religious and devout lay teachers, spending them- 
selves that the Kingdom God may established 
the souls the children realize the value this 
love, and out the realization comes conviction 
that intimate knowledge Christ the source 
personal devotion Him. This intimate knowl- 
edge will come the students the knowledge 
human friends comes them, personal contact. 
They must learn know Christ manifested 
Himself during His life upon earth. They must bend 
above the manger; they must piece together the 
rude implements the carpenter’s work shop; they 
must seek among the hills Judea the “young man 
who went about doing good”, and, finally, they 
must make the Way the Cross with Mary. 
this companionship, love stronger than death will 


born. The young are chivalrous. they know 
Christ, they will follow Him, their King, “whither- 

There but one source this knowledge, the 
Life Christ revealed the Gospels. The stu- 
dents are familiar with detached scenes. They 
cherish pictures the Christ Child the Sacred 
but closer friendship will result from the 
systematic study the life Christ, accompanied 
background, and devout meditation. 

This suggests new course, which, first glance, 
will find scant favor with the busy teacher, because 
students have studied Bible history the grades. 
Moreover, these sweet days early Holy Com- 
munion delightful stories Christ have been pre- 
sented the little ones, for example Mrs. Parry 
Eden’s exquisite verses. Why, then, add another 
subject the course already overcrowded? Again, 
the course Christian Doctrine arranged for the 
high school includes readings from the New Testa- 
ment. not this sufficient? Yes and no—a 
woman’s refuge. High school students are emi- 
nently hero worshippers seeking ideal with all 
the enthusiasm youth. This period is, then, 
the one great opportunity unfurling the standard 
Christ, for the ardent souls the young “needs 
must love the highest when they see it”. 

With this thought mind, many educators have 
advocated special courses the Life Christ, and 
few practical applications have been made. 
1898 Monsignor Conaty published his excellent 
text, but few schools have been able introduce 
formal course. Such course, however, not only 
possible: experience has proved that both prac- 
tical and beneficial. One high school Louisville, 
Kentucky, assembles its two hundred students 
hour each week for course the Life Christ 
conducted one who has made specialty the 
subject. outline this course and describe the 
manner conducting it, might second attempt 
teach dressmaker turn down hem, but, 
after all, our Catholic teachers are the most toler- 
ant and good-natured people the world. With 
truth and the wisdom the past their service, 
they listen patiently and kindly those who come 
teach and often remain learn. 

this encouraging atmosphere, easy draw 
from personal experience. the course which 
have alluded, every effort made remove the 
class-room attitude. The lecture form employed; 
texts are required; and even the repetition the 
assigned readings has been discarded, though the 
preparation the text supervised. The chief 
object the hour withdraw the students from 
their ordinary surrounding and transport them 
the magic bark Peter Bell, swift and ready 
when young minds steer it, Palestine the days 
Christ. For this purpose, chronological order 
Christ’s life has been prepared, giving the time 
and place each incident and one Evangelist who 
records it. series fifty questions accompanies 
the outline. The lectures which follow the outline 
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are the nature expository foot-notes and de- 
vout interpretation the Gospel incident. map 
Palestine and enlarged view Jerusalem are 
the only illustrations used. Father Keith’s beau- 
tiful pictures the Mass are added the 
course, may possible obtain also slides 
his Life Christ Pictures for future classes. 
Taking Christ’s life year year, and making spe- 
cial study the Passion connection with the 
Mass, the course will cover four years. 

One the chief difficulties the teacher this 
course must overcome the natural repugnance 
toward revealing personal devotion; yet the end 
worth the sacrifice. True, “my secret own”; 
but how sweet share with those whom 
may mean eternal life! What St. Augustine, St. 
Bernard, St. Francis Xavier, and our own Little 
Flower had restrained their expressions devo- 
tion? “If you wish weep, you must first weep 
yourself.” 

The difficulties this course lie with the school, 
the students have none. publish the response 
received when students were asked express their 
opinion the value such course, would the 
strongest argument its favor. “When see 
the Scripture class more and more what Christ has 
done for me,” one young girl writes, “it touches 
heart, and try more and more for Him. 
see, too, that possesses power over everything, 
and call Him for help more than ever did 
before. find myself progressing with little effort, 
for really making see how 
loves souls—I begin pray very hard for the 
conversion sinners.” Another girl says, 
away from the hall dreaming, and longing 
great things for Christ.” The majority the stu- 
dents questioned, called the Scripture hour “the 
happiest during the week”. Their is, 
rule, fixed the subject, for the person Christ 
has natural attraction for innocent souls. 

one has realized the educational value this 
attraction more fully than Father Wm. Russell 
Columbia College, Dubuque. “Young hearts need 
warmth,” writes, “they love the spirit battle, 
the doings things. And warmth and battle and 
doing are not found formulas living solely 
creeds. All their lives they have lived per- 
sonalities, ideals. The students therefore must 
know their hero before they will adopt his sayings.” 

order that they may know Him, they must 
study Him. If, then, the students form lasting 
friendship with Christ through the weekly Scrip- 
ture class, the course will have attained its end.

Since the 
gious instruction and since the general uniformity 
aim might tend harmonize practice shall 
confine our observation the religious content 
the curricula group schools that one might 
assume similar. 

Once again the inevitable cleavage seems play 
havoc with our peace mind. First have those 
institutions that seem have endured from medi- 
eval times; they take great honor the glories 
the past, but often observe they are many 
Hissarliks, the accumulated dust ages piled 
deathless Troys. The glories Monasticism, 
Saints and Martyrs, Scholasticism, courses 
apologetics and church history loom large their 
catalogues.

Evolution and the Bible, the Bible 
and Higher Criticism, these and ever many 
courses are prepared temporize between the 
claims science and faith. Thus, through the 
sharp difference opinion existing 
leaders, who design these imposing study courses 
higher education, find identical difference 
regard the attitude taken toward the religious 
ondary educaion Catholic schools despite the ap- 
parent uniformity the course study. 

What are the results this unfortunate disagree- 
ment aim, method and content? have said 
paradox that can have nothing with ex- 
tremes and nothing without them. Father Maturin 
has said somewhere that all Christian Truth may 
stated the form paradox, that unless per- 
fect balance maintained fall into error; most 
the heresies that have opposed the Church have 
arisen from undue pressing the Truth.

WAS born Paradise—fool’s paradise proved 

be. refer that snug and comfortable 
world that existed millions minds before 1914— 
that world peaceful progress which the forces 
finance, commerce, common sense, and good will 
were prevent any such thing world war. 
were have enduring peace while worked our 
society along step step toward better ends. 

This paradise peaceful progress was blown 
atoms the World War. 

Will there other World Wars? Must our chil- 
dren our children’s children crushed tanks, 
blown air bombs, made insane shaking 
wrecks shell shock, permanent invalids in- 
flammatory gases, smothered masses deadly 
gas, made die epidemics whose irresistible 
germs are spread airplaine? 

have another war, may have civiliza- 
tion left after over. The science destruction 
was its infancy during the World War. pro- 
gress the art destruction since 1918 has been 
swift and appalling. The World War was baby 
comparison what applied science can make the 
next war. 

Who won advantage the last na- 
tion better because it? There but one an- 
swer. nation better nation because the 
World War. The universal result was wreckage, 
sorrow, and discontent, with satisfaction nowhere 
found. 

the task the higher citizenship arrange 
the relations the groups people called nations 
that war shall not happen again. What can 
bring this thing asked myself that 
question again and again, both during the war and 
after the armistice. 

was doubtless only one millions who had the 
devastating experience feeling the whole basis 
things slip from under saw hope for 
civilization. Then, one morning January, 1919, 
the light hope returned me. was restored 
membership progressive civilization, because 
thought that saw something reasonable enough 
hope for and good enough work for—something 
that might way out. rebirth hope ran 
like this. the first years after the War all at- 
tempts world organization will bound com- 
promise. For some decades the plans for organiza- 
tion must feeble, and they must undergo numer- 
ous changes. Sometimes will seem that even the 
most promising plans can barely exist, much less 
make progress necessary for world peace. seemed 
that twenty-five, perhaps even fifty, years 
would required demonstrate the success 
failure plans for peace and that the deciding fac- 
tor would the attitude men’s minds quarter 
half century hence. 

The attitude mind that will make peace secure 
will slow development. Even wars not 
happen suddenly. War like fruit. The seed 
planted, the tree grows and blooms, the fruit set, 
and finally comes along ripeness. Will men’s 
minds twenty-five fifty years ripen into sweet 


and nutritious fruit peace the bitter and poison- 
ous fruit war? The answer that question de- 
pends largely upon America. The largest single fac- 
tor this world situation, this world organiza- 
tion—this world peace this world continu- 
ing anarchy and world war—will the people 
the United States. What they think and feel and 
will almost settle it, did the World War. Then 
saw that was problem education, largely 
problem. Most these people whose opin- 
ons are decide the future are not yet the 
schools, most them indeed are not yet born. 

Then came the question, what can affect 
men’s minds this coming quarter century half 
century mind-making that will fateful for 
the world? 

For little time wished that might again 
teacher history, that might write history text- 
books for the school children America. Further 
thought showed that history was not the most 
effective avenue. History now organized our 
schools deals with but corner the world; few 
countries, our own country and its historic roots, 
leaving most the world much the outer dark- 
ness appears map the world made 
the Romans. 

through the geography book and the geogra- 
phy teacher that the child introduced his own 
country and also the world with all its countries 
and all its peoples. The geography teacher has 
great responsibility introducing the child his 
neighbors upon this earth. This task has two parts: 
teach the facts geography and encourage 
attitude mind. The book carries the body 
knowledge, but the teacher can give its soul, help- 
ing the child attitude mind. 

body knowledge, geography undergoing 
swift advance. Not long ago was deadly memo- 
rizing rote question and answer, with more 
explanation than multiplication table. Now each 
year sees deepening realziation that the science 
geography really study cause and effect, 
explanation things, basis understanding, 
subject valuable finance, manufacturing, and trade 
well citizenship and the higher citizen- 
ship. Not only understanding geography 
vital part training for citizenship any country 
but the chief opportunity our schools for 
teaching the higher citizenship—the relations; the 
good relations the nations with each other na- 
tions. 

teachers know that the children will forget 
most the facts that teach them about sub- 
ject which they not continue study. But 
also know that even after many the facts are 
gone, there left residue understanding—of 
mental background—something indispensable 
value well recognized cultural education and even 
training for business. After manv the facts 
geography are gone from the mind that has studied 
about foreign countries. there will certain spiritu- 
residues; and here the teacher’s great oppor- 
tunity promote the higher citizenship. You can 
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help the child, indeed, impossible that you shall 
other than help the child toward respect disre- 
spect for other peoples, towards sympathy an- 
tagonism, towards understanding misunderstand- 
ing. other words, are bound whether wish 
not help toward peace and world organiza- 
tion help toward misunderstanding and war. 

Respect, Sympathy, Understanding—These are the 
Great Spiritual Possibilities the Geography Class

have world peace, peoples must learn re- 
spect each other. want teach the children 
America mentally polite other nations just 
want them personally polite their 
neighbors; then they will begin respect other na- 
tions. 

making children acquainted with foreign peo- 
ples, have instinct overcome, the herd in- 
stinct, the instinct for likeness against unlikeness, 
the instinctive egotism which makes feel that 
things different from our own are not good 
our own. see bit this creeping out the 
definition the word “barbarian,” which nothing 
but Greek for “foreigner.” 


One the greatest verses Scripture tells 
judge not, that not judged. The geography 
class continual temptation judge, and 
also continual opportunity for the teacher in- 
culcate piece fundamental wisdom, namely, that 
difference does not necessarily mean inferiority 
superiority. difference for which there 
reason. course, the first instinct the young- 
ster the instinct superiority, which the skilful 
teacher will seek modify with dose respect. 

The wide open road teaching respect fur- 
nished the skill foreign peoples. Look the 
Eskimo’s boat, made some cases skins sewed 
together with sinews and stretched around frame- 
work bones. this skilfully made boat sits the 
lone paddler with his blouse waterproof skin 
bound tightly around the opening the boat, 
around his wrists and neck. his boat upsets, 
water can get into it. With flip his paddle 
turns upright and paddles on. This one the 
most marvelous marine creations the human race. 
have nothing that can rival it; and look the 
materials which made! 

The examination the Eskimo’s tackle reveals 
case after case skill quite beyond any hope 
rivalry the children our schools. 

Again, come the American Indian. Nearly 
every school within reach least Indian 
arrow head pictures Indian things. Could the 
children the school their parents make these 
Indian things? No. Shall disrespect the Indian 
who our superior certain kinds handicrafts 
shall esteem him master workman with 
abilities different from our own? 

Take the Bushman Australia. Perhaps will 
pointed out that one the least intelligent 
men, with the lowest social organization. But 
look the boomerang. one the most mar- 
velous missiles the world. Can anv our ath- 
letic throw boomerang that will return 
the thrower? can any our intelligent ones 
identify tracks the Bushman can? 

Once the children’s minds are directed these 


channels, they realize that here (in some things) 
their superior. 

can this way with all the various peo- 
ples the world. Once the teacher has the 
the great idea, the material hand easily 
found for the inculcation respect for the skill and

The farmer Colorado Minnesota Maine 
Ireland Germany Russia digs potatoes. This 
the same kind thing the native the tropic 
forest country does who digs cassava roots sweet 
potatoes yams cultivates his bananas. 

The farmer with his reaper engaged the same 
task the Hindu the Chinese Tapanese 
Filipino who wades his rice paddy, planting 
and weeding his rice. The aim all supply 
grain for hungry populations. 

have the same chance create interest and 
studying about the clothes, food, shel- 
ter, and tools all mankind. also with their 
governments. This particularly good opnor- 
tunity show that perhaps our government may 
better than theirs, but the next breath ought 
point out where our own improved.

There are many misconceptions education 
which should corrected the outset. One that 
you cannot educated without going through col- 
lege. Many men like Lincoln are educated real 
sense without going college and even with lim- 
ited amount schooling. With keen and alert 
minds eagerly interested things intellectual, they 
have developed maturity thought not possessed 
the great majority college trained men. The 
one who could write the Gettysburg speech the 
second inaugural address was educated man. 

the other hand college graduate not 
real sense educated person. college graduate 
may become educated person, but not edu- 
cated the day graduates. Education means 
development not ordinarily possessed one just 
returning from college halls. college education 
means ordinarily four years’ devotion the things 
the intellect, and the opening the mind 
the student the realms philosophy, science, and 
religion and the world economic, political, and 
organization. has intellectual inter- 
est things, his devotion some one several 
these fields becomes sustained, and becomes 
educated man. 

the past, education was for the few, and the 
masses were ignorant. monarchical and auto- 
cratic government went with this state things. 
based upon intelligent citizenship. With uni- 
versal education has become the watch-word. 
are now rightly wrongly putting greater de- 
pendence education promote the welfare the 
world than any one other factor. 

Long after was assumed that man should 
educated, was thought that women could remain 
darkness. the distant past she has been 
chattel, slave, drudge man. The church first 
elevated her place importance and dignity 
holding before the eyes the world the mother 
Christ ideal. the old world her freedom 
still restricted. only America that she 
admitted plane equality with man.

boys and men. The records co-educational in- 
stitutions everywhere the United States will show 
that girls make grades equal those boys and 
that they are successful winning memberships 
honorary societies, where they have right 
compete, boys are.

Were not our an- 
cestors primitive people living the woods 
way that often call “savage” but short time ago 
history runs. believed witches but day 
before yesterday history counts time. have 
changed from this condition chiefly through the dis- 
covery new knowledge, which turn has brought 
better opportunities. One the interesting things 
the world the speed with which other peoples 
change also when new knowledge and new oppor- 
tunities come them. 


know enough geography and enough history 
and enough human nature, shall find that the 
foreigner neither queer nor foolish, but that 
has done very much would have done under 
the same circumstances. 


teachers geography know that the names 
capes and mountains will fade from the student’s

Its gnomic companions, once deemed not less fair, 


Per- 
haps the most important thought the philoso- 
pher’s paper that every defect the mind may 
supplied appropriate studies. This familiar es- 
say may profitably re-read, for its principles de- 
serve cherished. There purpose write 
commentary this finished composition. 
with the quoted sentence that the present writer 
particularly concerned. The careful reader will not 
fail observe that what therein commended 
not outline history but histories, The outline 
history, together with some its limitations, and 
the resulting mischiefs, will form the chief subject 
the following pages. 

Into the golden hours that make the term 
secondary and higher education every useful branch 
knowledge cannot crowded. the important 
sciences that should considered it, therefore, ap- 
pears necessary scamp instruction some 
and altogether omit others. Concerning 
those neglected branches there little difference 
opinion. almost universally conceded that they 
are much worth. While history not care- 
fully presented should be, not suffered 
pass unnoticed. rapid survey any tract 
history, however, events the first importance 
often fail fully explained. thus happens 
that about far off peoples distant ages often- 
times form opinions extremely erroneous. sup- 
port this conclusion one need not reexamine the 
dusty chronicles the past. its 
truth may found the career Abraham Lin- 
coln, the subject, this season, unnumbered 
eulogies. 

The moment that Mr. Lincoln had risen above 
the surges local politics, became mark 
which every Democratic hack felt his duty hurl 
missile. Thenceforth was pelted men 
his own party, who felt that was filling, was 
aspiring places which they had better title, 
well members the opposition, whose un- 
friendly attitude was have been expected. With- 
out describing the character his assailants the 
nature their attacks will sufficient remark 
that forging opprobrious epithets invention was 
exhausted, and that those who were rich stores 
slander were reduced state bankruptcy. 
Animated nature was questioned for similes deemed 
suitable for description his personal appear- 
ance. Commonwealth records were ransacked for 
proofs his lack integrity. Finally the forces 
high office and established reputation were sum- 
moned for his overthrow. Notwithstanding the tur- 
bulent times, and the consequent difficulty un- 
trammeled discussion, there were then found enough 
loyal Republicans promote his election the 
Presidency and enough patriotic Democrats effici- 
ently sustain him. Hitherto America has been 
fortunate having saving group. Let fervent- 


tions Mr. Lincoln and his political friends were 
crowned with imperfect success, the spectres evoked 
during the campaign had not been laid. The guilty 
things had only receded. They would eagerly ad- 
vance the front the summons vindictive 
spirit. 

After hearing the assassination President 
Lincoln, Jefferson Davis, brave and chivalrous 
gentleman, declared that the South had lost its best 
friend. generation was yet pass, however, be- 
fore that opinion began prevail the late seced- 
ing states. This not difficult understand. Dur- 
ing the political, agricultural, and industrial recon- 
struction that section men and women mature 
years had little leisure for social intercourse for 
reading, while their children were nursed upon out- 
lines history meagre almost amount 
its misrepresentation. For time extended travel 
was nearly discontinued. Naturally histories 
Northern writers were not welcomed. had 
been otherwise, the difference would not have been 
great, for those condensed textbooks did not even 
enumerate the essential facts. There little doubt 
that this year 1925, which believe some- 
what enlightened, there are millions people the 
Southern States who vaguely believe that President 
Lincoln was responsible for the Civil War, and that, 
without provocation, his emancipation proclama- 
tion impoverished their immediate ancestors. In- 
deed from school histories Northern well 
Southern authors one can hardly escape these and 
similar conclusions. But two years have passed since 
surviving soldiers the Lost Cause, resolution 
adopted annual convention, sought fasten 
upon the first Republican President the responsibil- 
ity for bringing the war. Venerated shade 
Howell Cobb! How fugitive fame. 

For proof that Lincoln had any agency bring- 
ing the war one reads his addresses, his state 
papers, and his letters vain. Sentiments were 
ascribed him, indeed, which true would have 
somewhat justified the South organizing for its 
defense, but these were the utterances frenzy 
rather than the faithful reports what had ac- 
tually said. The historical fact, conspicuous and 
irremovable, that Lincoln’s election was more 
than pretense seized upon those who had al- 
ready resolved upon secession. The folly all 
becomes clear when one recalls the circumstance 
that Southern delegations had not left their places 
Washington, the Republicans would have gained 
but barren victory, for the Democrats would have 
had considerable majority the House Repre- 
sentatives and slight one the Senate. other 
words, President Lincoln could not have appointed 
important official even member his cab- 
inet without the consent the Senate. short, 
had had the inclination, did not possess the 
power destroy even weaken the institutions 
the South. fact was tied hand and foot. 
Who set free and armed him with the war 
powers his Perhaps the eloquent valedic- 
torians could enlighten the public. This familiar 
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story, though seldom related children. 
matter even less frequently adverted the fact 
that the military phase the war was begun 
Mr. Davis, who ordered General Beauregard take 
Fort Sumter. President Lincoln’s responsibility ex- 
tended farther than his attempt retain part 
the territory and some the other property 
the United States. There was display arrogance 
the assumption that Fort Sumter belonged the 
States which that time had passed ordinances 
secession. There was madness the part South 
Carolina when batteries Charleston Harbor had 
still earlier fired upon unarmed vessel the 
United States. should added, true, that 
Mr. Lincoln’s policy looked forward attempts 
retake for the United States the forts that had re- 
cently been seized the Confederates. But read- 
ing the most hostile significance into his resolution 
keep public property could not have been fairly 
regarded the South menace its interests. 
Especially view the solemn assurance given 
which stated that had “no purpose, directly 
indirectly, interfere with the institution 
slavery the States where exists. believe 
have lawful right so, and have 
inclination so.” The truth that was 
then quoting from former address and that was 
possible for any one who had not opportunity 
read his speeches ascertain correspondence 
Mr. opinions upon public questions. The 
sentiments different times expressed the pre- 
ceding years had never recanted. the course 
remarks made February 27, 1861 the Mayor 
and the people Washington declared that 
had kindly feelings toward them the people 
his own section. week earlier had assured 
Philadelphians assembled Independence Hall that 
there would “no bloodshed unless forced 
upon the government. The government will not use 
force unless force used against question 
proposed children should be, “Did President 
Lincoln have lawful right retain the property 
the United States?” Upon that subject enough 
has been said the preceding paragraphs. 

the policy for the guidance President Lin- 
coln’s administration may said that his pur- 
pose appears have been meet the emergencies 
the hour the contrivances the hour. Though, 
sure, this describes sort hand-to-mouth 
and unstatesmanlike system, there ran through 
principle seldom never noticed his critics. 
For defensive reasons his enemies have carefully re- 
frained from discussing it. may here briefly 
noticed. 

Though President Lincoln had passion for 
peace, soon found himself face face with grim- 
visaged war. magnitude rapidly and steadily 
grew. Its cost had reached and passed two million 
dollars day. Nevertheless, Mr. Lincoln was not 
provoked into striking slavery. the contrary, 
when General John Fremont, commanding 
Kentucky, would free the slaves disloyal 
the President reminded him the law and directed 
him recall his proclamation. the months wore 
on, the expenses the war mounted higher and 
higher. Clearly was imperative shorten its 
duration, the Union was endure. The Con- 
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federacy believing that would joined the 
Border States, resolutely continued the war. 
shorten President Lincoln persuaded Congress 
place his disposal sum money with which 
begin gradual emancipation slaves Dela- 
ware, Maryland, Kentucky, and Missouri. 
those commonwealths had seceded, the Union 
could not have been preserved. prevent grave 
step Mr. Lincoln offered the Senators and Rep- 
resentatives those States the sum four hundred 
dollars head for the negroes reported the cen- 
sus 1860. Among the Congressmen who had con- 
ferred with him the White House July, 1862, 
but few had the segacity recommend their 
States the acceptance the President’s 
ator John Henderson, Missouri, warmly sup- 
ported this enlightened policy. shallow states- 
men the obvious objection was that the nation was 
already staggering under the weight war ex- 
penses. With paper and pencil Mr. Lincoln made 
plain that the cost the war, two and one- 
half million day, would eighty-seven days equal 
the proposed compensation for slaves. was con- 
fident that would shorten the war more than 
that length time could destroy within the 
Confederacy the expectation that would joined 
the Border slave States. 

Delaware, being small State, and its Repre- 
sentative Congress, Mr. Fisher, being friendly 
the President’s plan compensation, was believed 
the best place make the attempt. The 
lower branch its legislature voted accept the 
offer, but tie vote failed pass the Senate. 
Thereafter Mr. Lincoln reluctantly abandoned his 
scheme gradual emancipation slaves with com- 
pensation owners. 

has just been said that the President-elect went 
Washington uncommitted any hard and fast 
programme for the guidance his administration, 
but this statement not intended convey the idea 
that had not profoundly considered the problems 
confornting the office which was soon suc- 
ceed. the questions demanding settlement had 
never arisen the life the nation. would not 
have been profitable outline for unforeseen emer- 
gencies policies adapted other contingencies. 
Hence waited. the contemporary criticisms 
Mr. Lincoln one was that was slow coming 
conclusions, and even now sometimes re- 
peated. exhausted all available sources infor- 
mation and its light examined from 
every angle the questions clamoring for his atten- 
tion. may admitted that this method requires 
time, and that fact has not about any marks 
spontaneity. Doubtless his pronouncements were 
seldom disposed single reading, and 
not less certain that shaping his thoughts often 
struck the second heat the muse’s anvil. his 
state had been unpremeditated compositions, 
can assured that they would have had about 
them few the elements immortality. 

Would President Lincoln have tendered the 
lower South the same offer compensated emanci- 
pation that which had been refused ignored 
the Border States? That would have done 
there far the present writer aware, 
evidence. That would have been contrary his 
method, which was take one step time, and 
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make that secure. Seeing that his enlightened 
offer the Border States was received them 
with indifference with disdain, could not 
expected that would have formulated any system 
dealing with the seceding States except that 
force, which had been rudely thrust upon him. 
other words, the action the Border States, which 
were little more than half friendly the Federal 
Government, would effectually banish from Mr. 
Lincoln’s mind any thought reviving his cherished 
plan gradual emancipation with compensation. 
Through all the ages the argument from economy 
has exerted undue power over the minds men. 
today our changed world. was when 
Mr. Lincoln was pleading with Congress make 
trial his plan the Border States. felt grate- 
ful those commonwealths, for the Chicago con- 
vention was their delegates, knowing that was 
conservative the subject slavery, who made 
his nomination possible. the funds for the Border 
States had been grudgingly given his request, 
could not seriously have hoped for extension 
that principle the ten seceding States. That 
expense would have been deemed beyond the ability 
the United States assume. gigantic 
undertaking could not have reckoned upon the 
support Congress, and Mr. Lincoln was eminent- 
practical. All that certainly know about his 
attitude toward the rebellious commonwealths 
that gave them every opportunity restored 
their normal status the Union. Five days 
after the battle Antietam, September 22, 1862, 
warned the South that they were not repre- 
sented Congress January 1863, the slaves 
those States, except thirteen named parishes 
Louisiana and the State Tennessee, would 
set free military measure believed indis- 
pensable the preservation the Union. That 
is, gave the Confederate States one hundred 
days’ notice his purpose. Great victories, such 
that Fredericksburg, had the effect allowing 
that opportunity pass unimproved. 
President Lincoln was extremely conservative 
the subject slavery, and adopted, commander 
chief the army and navy, policy military 
emancipation only when plans more generous had 
been spurned. Furthermore, his plan reconstruc- 
tion would have left control affairs the South 
the natural leaders societv. departing from 
know what orgies ruled Dixie. 

From the preceding remarks clear that the 
true Abraham Lincoln not found the 
outlines Are we, therefore, condemn 
the textbooks that subject because considerations 
extremely important make compression, omission 
means. Children and others using such manuals, 
however. should informed that the most valuable 
parts history often lie bevond the scope school 
and college The English-speaking peoples 
are especially given basing the most important 
conclusions upon abridgments history. 

The present writer has somehow gained the im- 
pression that this generation believes itself the dis-

HYGIENE. 

EARNING, the process acquiring knowledge 

based primarily sensations the brain, conveyed 
from without. from our environment, means 
the senses sense organs: that sight, hearing, 
smell, taste and touch. These are the five senses 
usually spoken but more recently sixth sense has 
been added these, the muscular sense, which conveys 
sensations not only from the muscles but also from the 
joints and tendons. The greatest part our knowledge 
acquired thru the sense vision, seeing, and the 
auditory sense, hearing. Commonly say see with 
our eves, hear with our ears, feel with our fingers, smell 
with our nose, etc., but these are only external organs 
thru which sensory stimuli are received conveyed 
the brain nerve fibers. The actual sensation 
certain parts the brain. see, hear, feel, smell, taste 
with our brain. 

While all our sense-organs are importance for the 
acquisition sensations, experiences, ideas and knowl- 
edge none essential and useful that vision. 
therefore imperative that take care the eyes, 
treat them when they are diseased, assist them when they 
are defective and protect them when there danger 
injury. partial and protection has been pro- 
vided the hair over the eyes, the eyebrows, the hair 
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light. Another protecting covering the mucous mem- 
brane covering the under surface the lids and part 
the eyeball, the conjunctiva. Behind this and covering 
almost the entire eyeball tough, horny membrane, 
the sclera, sclerotic coat the eye. covers mem- 
brane called the choroid which surrounds the retina 
which images are received and conveyed thru the optic 
nerve the brain. 

For convenience and for simplicity demonstration let 
follow these images objects rays light: they 
enter the cornea, which the front part the eye, 
slightly protruding forward from the eyeball, and pass 
thru into the acqueors watery humor, then thru the 
pupil, the lens and the vitreous humor the eyeball 
proper and are received the retina, carried the optic 
nerve which enters the skull thru opening the bony 
socket which the eyes are embeded, passing under the 
brain the optic chiasm where some its fibers pass 
over the opposite side the brain, others passing 
directly backward the same side the eye from which 
they came, lost the cunens, part the brain 
situated the posterior lobe, and with this portion 
the brain that actually see. 


The eyeball has been compared with camera, the lens 
front and the retina behind receiving images does 
the plate film camera. The focus the camera 
may obtained changing the distance between the 
lens and the film while objects are focussed the retina 
complicated and wonderful mechanism refraction 
and accommodation. Refraction rays light pro- 
duced the cornea, the aqueous humor, the lens and the 
vitreous humor, while accommodation, the ability 
the eye adjust itself for clear vision objects 
different distances from the eye, accomplished the 
lens, which, when look objects close us, contracts 
and thereby becomes more especially the tront 
part it, thus increasirg its refractive power. 

The iris, the colored part the eye acts like dia- 
phragm camera. you look strong light 
automatically contracts its circular muscular fibers mak- 
ing the pupil smaller, and, the light these 
fibers relax and the pupil gets larger. This action 
necessary for distinct vision contracted pupil shuts 
out, cuts off, the marginal rays light and prevents 
circular aberration indistinctness image due 
unequal refraction rays light passing thru the cir- 
cumference and the center the lens. 

The eyeball capable moving different directians 
six muscles, the upper lower, outer and inner recti 
muscles and the upper and lower oblique muscles. Other 
accessory structures the eye the lachrymal, tear, 
apparatus, and the meibomian glands the lids. While 
the latter secrete oily fluid which covers the edges 
the lids prevent tears from flowing over the cheeks, 
the former consists tear glands and duets which keep 
the eyes moist and clean means the fluid called 
tears which distributed over the cornea and conjunctiva 
during the act winking. The excess tears are conducted 
into the nose means the iachrymal ducts the open- 
ings which can seen small points the inner 
corner the lids. 

teaching class, teachers well know the advantage 
object lessons. Altho charts the structure the 
eye are available they are inferior value for demonstra- 
tion than artificial models the eye which can de- 
tached parts that the parts the eye can 
demonstrated advantage saving time short ex- 
planations and showing the parts and their relation 
each other. Another convenient and efficient method 
giving teaching the anatomy and phy- 
siology the eye small groups students the dis- 
section and demonstration frozen sheep’s calf’s 
eye which may had for the asking from nearby 
butcher.

There 
may error refraction, disease the eye, 
later life error accommodation. There may 
overwork the brain and system, digestive 
disturbances, disease the blood other organs that 
manifests itself poor vision. there may defect- 
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the edges the lids, the eyelashes, and the lids 
themselves which are capable closing and thus protect 
the eyes from dust, foreign bodies, wind and strong 
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ive vision due the eye itself rather, part parts 
it. pupil may able read book holding 
closer the eyes than normally required, but cannot see 
thing clearly the blackboard chart. Such pupils 
are probably afflicted with near sight. Others will see 
fairly well but will stop reading certain letters make 
mistakes certain letters spelling printed written 
words. Probably these are afilicted with astigmatism, 
unequal curvature the various meridians the 
cernea lens, both. Other pupils probably have far- 
sight suffer from eyestrain, getting headache, twitch- 
ing the eyelids, blinking, squinning, other nervous 
symptoms. Frequently symptoms arise the early 
hours the school session but present themselves later 
the day. While true that the eyes may show symp- 
toms poor vision caused constitutional deficiency 
organic disease, equally true that defective vision 
due the eye itself may produce constitutional disorders 
such headache, stomach trouble and nervousness. 
all these cases the teacher advise the parents 
have the child examined physician have the defects 
found corrected. Children who made slow poor 
progress are often greatly benefitted physically well 
mentally wearing appropriate glasses. 
error refraction will sometimes manifest itself fre- 
quent appearaance styes conjunctivitis, inflamma- 
tion the conjunctiva. The eyes may itch burn 
may feel there some dust sand the eye. The 
child will rub the eye account the irritation and 
thereby make matters worse, such rubbing may induce 
condition astigmatism. This often leads the child 
hold its head one side the rays light 
enter parts the eye thru which they can seen most 
clearly, Another frequent symptom defective vision 
partial closing the eyelids order see more dis- 
tinctly, the child may have squint, one eye being 
turned out the case may be. Older persons, 
usually after the age 40, may see very well dis- 
tance but all printed written matter becomes blurred 
after short time reeding. The reading matter then 
best seen increasing the distance from the eyes. This 
due weakened state the faculty accommoda- 
tion, the lens losing its elasticity and called old-sight 
presbyopia. Teachers get presbyopia early 
life must wear glasses account eyestrain and 
overexertion the ciliary muscle which becomes relaxed 
and weakened and then cannot help the lens increase its 
Diseased conditions the refractive media. 
the cornea, aqueous and humor and the lens, are 
not benefited wearing glasses. Convex glasses are 
used correct presbyopia and far-sight while concave 
lenses must worn near-sighted persons. Socalled 
cylinders are required correct astigmatism. may 
that person has worn concave lenses for many years 
and when these people arrive the age which they 
would acquire old-sight they can gradually wear weaker 
glasses and finally dispense with them altogether, for 
they now have what was considered “sec- 
ond sight.” 

Much can done teachers improve and conserve 
vision. Pupils should not permitted hold their book 
closer than inches from the eyes, the light should 
always adequate quality and quantity and should 
come from the left. must never too bright shine 
directly into the childs eyes. The sum must not shine 
the open book the paper before the pupil. The 
writing sketching the blackboard must distinct. 
Good chalk must therefore used and the figures should 
not too small that they may seen the children 
farthest away. Soapstone poor substitute for chalk. 
Pupils who are near-sighted should occupy front seats 
least until they get suitable glasses. There are some cases 
with near-sighted symptoms not dependent errors 
refraction but due disease the retina and choroid. 
These unfortunates are but little benefited glasses. 
Students who have wear glasses account eyestrain 
may not have wear them thruout their life they 
will improve after time. Such students should in- 
structed the use the eyes. Late hours when the 
body tired are poor selections for study.

Composers old, seldom modulated into remote 
“tonalities” but confined themselves such were 
related the Tonic. Their chords were few, their 
“progressions” and “imitations” were diatonic, their 
harmonies limited. glance the opening bar 
the immediate following ones was sufficient de- 
termine the Tonality piece, because made 
the chord arpeggio scale the Tonic 
Dominant Sub-Dominant. But modern com- 
posers proceed different lines. many the 
modern pieces, the opening bars not indicate the 
Tonality the piece; some cases they appear 
have been composed with the express purpose 
diverting the ear and misleading the eye from the 
real Tonality the piece which assumes later on. 

How may determine the Tonality piece, 
method which most reliable because ap- 
plicable new well old pieces.

His climaxes are terrific, 
his knowledge all the subtleties rythm end- 
less, and his melodies full beauty and charm, 
though less obvious than the case the older 
writers. Before composer justified straining

Without key-relation- 
ship, there cannot climax, for climax necces- 
sity based system tonality. brings with 
supreme moment concentration and the result 
contrast. fact all music lacks conviction and 
definite purpose, that not based system 
key-relationship. 

mistake that too often made theorists, 
especially the old school, that they attempt 
explain hard and fast rules harmony, things 
that are only explained counterpoint. The 
result positively ridiculous. Many times, groups 
passing notes, suspensions, anticipations 
form what are apparently chords, but reality have 
not that significance. Neither Bach, Mozart, Beet- 
hoven, Wagner, nor any other master can under- 
stood nor explained any such method, but 
recognizing the part that harmony and counterpoint 
separately and together play, the most complicated 
scores are very easy analysis. The key whole 
situation the “cadence.” thorough grasp the 
architecture the “cadence and the art of” modu- 
lation” reduced mere matter child’s play, 
far any intellectual tangle possible. 

Modern harmony purely art product; 
the composer’s vocabulary. When this properly 
systematized and its utility explained, have 
practicable theory music. This plastic 
form, and governed arbitrary rules nor 
rigid laws. Even noted acousticians frankly admit 
that esthetics opposed mechanics may interven 
and cast the deciding vote favor art, wherever 
euphony and expression are concerned. The acous- 
tician deals with the physical facts and absolutely 
scientific principles; the composer knows little and 
cares less about either these bases. conceives 
music the rose exhales its perfumed essence, be- 
cause infinitely manifest. Therefore the fact 
that chromatic tonality opposed diatonic, does 
not suffice discredit the former, because the com- 
poser essentially seeker after, not creator 
effect. Hence, finds the labyrinthic chro- 
matic scale, means eliminating our impression 
definite diatonic key tonality, may seize 
upon this expressing the desired 
mood.

That peculiar for major minor 
mode characteristic all the music being written 
today, noted not any natural instinct within us, 
but rather aesthetic laws more less artificial 
character. The average musician prone fall in- 
the habit thinking that conditions were never 
very much different from what they are today.

way does this apply more than modern 
tonality. Tonality the by-gone ages was totally 
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different character from that the present, and 
the past any criterion the trend the future, 
the tonality generations hence, will possess many 
features unknown the existing epoch. 

Change the law nature, applying well 
musical progress organic evolution. The ru- 
ins the past are the foundations the present. 
Who will say that our modern tonality not 
suffer changes innumerable? The acceptance the 
new does not necessarily imply rejection the 
old. Modern tonality like ail languages, like all 
systems, transient and variable. Not being founded 
any immutable law physical nature, de- 
pendent upon considerations more changeable than 
constant, more aesthetic than physiological, more 
artificial than natural. The man true musical 
taste always somewhat eclectic and open 
enjoy the good all things without associating 
himself with one system and blindly receiving it, 
with its faults and virtues thing all-containing 
and all-perfect.

(C) THE FINANCIAL ASPECT. 

MAN always calculates his resources 

before projecting enterprise. This princi- 
ple, amateurs will well adopt. Let the Busi- 
ness Manager avail himself competent advice 
this matter order insure the club against finan- 
cial failure. The amount risk proportional 
rather limited the ways and means which 
can make subservient the cause. all the 
possible resources are considered, the price the 
ticket should struck and budget made out al- 
lowing for surplus about per cent. (Ex- 
penses usually exceed the estimated cost about 
that extent). Such calculation does not allow for 
any gain. However, amateurs who are endeavour- 
ing establish reputation should not expect emo- 
lument the beginning; all that will come due 
season, 

There are many considerations which enter into 
discussion the financial aspect amateur 
dramatics. the purpose this article throw 
little light some these points. 

The Date. 

The date should fixed about six months ad- 
vance. order determine this, there are cer- 
tain factors investigated. might chance 
that Shakespearian company booked one 
the local theatres. This can learned from the 
theatrical calendar even from the manager the 
theatre. not good business play the same 
month the professional company and obviously 
better precede them. Again, there are annual 
events, the date which fixed custom, and 
will well dodge these. Just before Christ- 
mas immediately after, and similarly for Easter, 
not considered opportune time for 
the reason for this February prob- 
ably the best month. one-night per- 
formance, Friday and Saturday nights should 
avoided; Friday, because many college activi- 
ties that are planned for that evening, and Satur- 
day, because everyone busy and besides the 
popular night with professional shows. Thursday 
the best night for amateurs. 

The number performances regulated two 
things, the size the hall and the popularity

ance sufficient; return engagement, request, 
can played later. good principle follow 
the club. the first production, one perform- 
ances better than even more admissions spread 
over longer period.

Be- 
sides, every theatre has its own clientele. not 
fair ask the actors give their best unless the 
management prepared the same. There 
limit the histrionic powers the players be- 
cause experience, which they lack; but there 
excuse for the management because the best 
always available. 
III. Advertising. 

pays advertise. This has almost become 
platitude. you wish achieve big things, you 
must about big way. Your production 
only what you make it. You feel that you have 
something excellent, (and you have else you 
have business imposing the public) then, why 
not make the public believe well. Barnum suc- 
ceeded because always had “The Greatest Show 
succeed did, you can better than fol- 
low his example. 

The immediate results advertising are, 
first, very discouraging. Unfortunately, amateurs 
can count very little the general public, but this 
should not alter the policy advertising large 
scale. least, you are keeping the name before 
the public and due time the harvest will 
reaped. 

There are several avenues for advertising. 
shall consider each these 


Personal Appeal. 

The most effective means personal contact with 
clubs, societies and the like. Let the club’s repre- 
sentative call the president, principal other 
head the institution and explain the whole mat- 
ter, invite him attend the performance and so- 
licit the support the members students, the 
case may be. often good business make 
special rate provided that sufficient number wish 
attend. the presentation has the patronage 
some distinguished personages, will distinct 
advantage this mode advertising. 

Telephone Circles. 

This excellent method. Every member 
the club pledges himself ’phone least ten 
friends and interest them the production. each 
member the new groups asked ’phone four 
five his friends, the news will soon spread 
over considerable area. This method not ex- 
pensive and the return great. 

Hand Bills. 

properly designed, hand bills bring good re- 
sults. Their value proportional the length 
time they are retained the hands the prospec- 
tive patron. Experience shows that the printing 
small and the space loaded down with detail, 
hand bills not serve their purpose because they 
are not read. Doubtless, the reading would create 
interest but this matter the interest must pre- 
cede the reading. Hence the design should very 


carefully worked out so-that the bill may attrac- 
tive itself and create curiosity. Some scene 
the play picture the leading character, 
costume, makes excellent matter for advertising. 
The printing should large and arranged such 
way attract attention. Besides the name 
the society, the title the play, the place, the date 
and the prices, there should nothing else save, 
perhaps, very pointed sentence newspaper ex- 
tract calculated produce results. 
Newspapers. 

Newspaper advertising should take the form 
display ads and should deferred until few days 
before the presentation. Its main purpose, ama- 
teur dramatics, remind the friends the club 
that the event approaching. The actual returns, 
far the general public concerned, are very 
small. 

designing newspaper ads one should remem- 
ber that the white space nearly important 
the black, that is, the printing. Twenty-five agate 
line convenient space. should not over- 
crowded—the title the play, large black type, 
the name the company, the place, the prices and 
the date will suffice. the presentation has some 
distinguished patronage, well state it, even 
the space must thereby increased. 
experience that dramatic editors are sympathetic 
towards amateurs and will donate considerable 
space the theatre page for advance notices, pic- 
tures and the like, and this splendid form 
advertising. There usually list coming 
events featured weekly the newspapers. pos- 
sible, the facts the production should inserted 
this column. 

Display Cards and Posters. 

Display cards and posters serve two purposes; 
they keep the event before the eyes the public 
and stimulate certain amount talk. Their value 
depends largely the originality and attractive- 
ness the design. Remember, “The world still 
deceived with ornament”. Frequently, the display 
cards are determining factor the opinion which 
the public conjectures with reference coming 
event. Hence good policy economize 
the number rather than the quality. For small 
numbers, hand-painted cards are better proposi- 
tion than printed ones. The former method gives 
better opportunity for attractive lettering and color- 
ing. designing the cards, the advertising mana- 
ger should avail himself expert advice. Probably 
the best method sketch out the general form 
and leave the details the artist who executing 
the work. His knowledge harmony and contrast 
colour schemes makes easier for him evolve 
the desired effect. There great value pictures 
matter for this kind advertising. They attract 
attention which usually leads the reading the 
printed matter. This expensive form ad- 
but the card has something distinctive 
about it, and will thereby attract attention, the 
money well spent. Great discretion should 
used the placing these cards; clubs halls, 
schools, colleges and shop windows are the best lo- 
cations. convenient size for show cards in.

Children are not the only ones subject obe- 
dience. not grown-ups, whether men women, 
obey their employers? Suppose soldiers sailors 
would refuse obey the captain, what results would 
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follow? Suppose citizens should refuse obey the 
laws the nation! Would not grim-faced anarchy 
soon reign supreme? 

“Thou shalt” and “Thou shalt not” afford hourly 
occasions for the exercise the will, and the result- 
ing disciplinary values depend upon the motives 
which prompt the subordination the will 
authority. There need for devising special 
exercises for habit-formation obedience, but 
order render intelligent submission, there 
need discussing the motives which impel, obedi- 
ence. the first year school-life, obedience 
motivated largely love fear the teacher, but 
the end that time, the child has learned much 
about his duty God, his neighbor, and him- 
self. has also learned that the voice duty 
the voice God speaking uncertain terms 
his soul, and that the recognition and understand- 
ing that voice call for cheerful, unhesitating 
obedience. Indifferent actions making claim 
virtuous, may made even supernatural and 
meritorious when performed out obedience with 
the intention pleasing God, and which secured 
even the small child virtue the Morning 
Offering. 

the child grows older, obedience prescribed 
rule and regulation becomes much more difficult, 
because the good presented the pleasures sense 
much more agreeable the will than that dic- 
tated the intellect connoting pain self-restraint. 
After the child has had some experience this kind, 
let the teacher lead him recognize and acknowl- 
edge that the former, the pleasure lasted only 
for time, then gradually diminished, and finally 
gave way the pain regret, remorse, the 
torment guilty conscience, while the latter, 
the pain restraint, whether long short dur- 
ation, was followed self-conquest rejoicing 
victory, which gave renewal spiritual strength 
and energy well the courage and bravery 
needed for the next trial. 

Religion and patriotism furnish the very best ex- 
amples inspiration, enthusiasm, imitation and en- 
couragement the young child, and given tact- 
fully, will contribute largely his all-embracing 
ideal. Convince the child that obedience the 
laws God and His Church, the legislation 
country, and rules and regulations Christian 
charity the sure path the gateway Heaven, 
and that who travels thereon, may frequently 
take heart the thought that 


“Defeat may serve well victory 

shake the soul and let the glory out. 
When the great oak straining the wind, 
The boughs drink new beauty, and the trunk 
Sends down deeper root the windward side.

While trying establish good habits means 
the school virtues, occasions will daily arise for 
the inculcation the natural, the moral, the social, 
and the civic virtues, and the opportune moment 
should not put off, because experience apt 
teacher, and impressions made the right time are 
more lasting.

THE COUNCIL TRENT. 
1545-1563. 


All through the Middle Ages, and even more modern 
‘times the question was constantly mooted, “Is the Gen- 
eral Council superior the Pope, the Pope superior 
General Council? our day the question 
has been answered once and forever the domatic defi- 
nition the Vatican Council, 1870, declaring the Infallibil- 
ity the Pope when speaking “ex cathedra.” 

During the intellectual sotrms the so-called Reforma- 
tion numerous demands were made for General Council. 
But the Protestants desired free council, which clergy 
and laymen, Catholics and Protestants should have de- 
cisive vote. Even Catholics tainted with Gallican ten- 
dencies looked upon General Council weapon against 
the Pope. Clement VII., however, preparing General 
Council insisted that should canonically constituted 
like the earlier Ecumenical Councils, and that all its mem- 
bers should bound submit its decisions. The 
Protestants rejected these terms. 1536 Paul III, sum- 
moned General Council meet the following year 
Mantua. Among Catholics themselves there arose dif- 
about the place mecting, due local na- 
tional jealousies. last Paul ITI, succeeded opening 
the Council Trent, the southern Tyrol. 

AIM THE COUNCIL TRENT. 

The Council Trent, 1545 1563, was convened for 
the propagation the faith, the elevation the Christian 
religion, the uprooting heresies, the restoration peace, 
the reformation the clergy and the Christian people, 
and the overthrow the enemies the Church. 


OPENING THE COUNCIL TRENT. 


The Council opened December 13, 1545, the Cathe- 
dral Trent, Cardinal del Monte, the first President 
the Council celebrating the Mass the Holy Ghost. 
After the reading the Bull Convocation and the Bull 
appointing the conciliar legates Cardinal del Monte de- 
clared the ecumenical council opened and appointed Janu- 
ary seventh, the date the second session. The papal 
legates who had been appointed February, 1545, were 
Giovanni del Monte, Marcello Cervini, and Reg- 
inald Pole. 

Besides the three presiding legates there were present 
Cardinal Madruzza, Bishop Trent, four archbishops, 
twenty-one bihsops, and five Generals Orders. ad- 
dition, forty-two and nine canonists had been 
summoned consultors. 

The question arose, whether not the generals or- 
ders and abbots were members the Council entitled 
vote. opinions varied greatly this point, long 
discussion ensued, but length the decision was reached 
that one vote for the entire order belonged each Gen- 
eral order, and that the three Benedictine sabbots 
sent the Pope represent the entire order were en- 
titled only one vote. 

Another question debated was, whether not the prox- 
ies absent bishops were entitled vote. Originally, 
the proxies were not allowed vote, but Paul granted 
the German bishops who could not leave their 
account the religious troubles, and them alone 
representations proxies. 1562, when the Council 
met again, Pius IV. withdrew this permission.

The decrees were subscribed 
two hundred and fifteen fathers the Council, consisting 
four cardinal legates, two cardinals, three patriarchs, 
twenty-five one hundred sixty-seven bishops, 
seven abbots, seven Generals Orders, and also nine- 
teen proxies for absent prelates. The decrees 
were confirmed January 26, 1564, Pius IV. the 
Bull “Benedictus Deus.” 


EFFECTS THE COUNCIL TRENT. 

The immense importance the Council Trent in- 
dicated two effects. 

did away with all the fluctuations doctrine, 
which the Protestant controversy had induced. Though 
failed bring about the reunion the Protestants with 
the Church, vet its dogmatical decision furnished the un- 
erring basis which every future reunion was ef- 
fected. 

created system reforms, which beginning 
the court Rome, and working its way through all the 
grades the hierarchy and priesthood the whole Cath- 
olic people, became the present day the greatest im- 
portance. The faithful were again subjected the disci- 
pline the Seminaries were founded, where 
young ecclesiastics were carefully hrought under strict 
discipline, and the fear God. The parishes were regu- 
lated anew, the administration the sacraments and 
preaching subjected fixed ordinances. 
were strictly held their duties, especially the super- 
intendence the clergy. The bishops, from that day 
the present time have bound themselves 
snecial confession faith, signed and sworn to, observe 
the decrees the Council Trent. and submit the 
Pope, whose primacy jurisdiction, instituted 
Christ, was recognized the universal Church. 


INTRODUCTION THE THE

The decrees the Council Trent, confirmed the 
Bull Pius IV. were once accepted Venice, the 
principal states Italy, Portugal, and Poland. Philip 
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published them the Spanish countries, Spain, Naples, 
and the Low Countries. Since 1564 they were accepted 
the Catholic princes and ecclesiastical provinces for 
their territories, and 1566 Maximilian II. and the Diet 
Augsburg for the Empire. France, the dogmatic 
decrees were accepted without qualification, but the court 
rejected the decrees discipline, and only gradually did 
the bishops succeed enforcing them.

December 1864, two days before the publication 
the Syllabus, Pius IX. announced session the Con- 
gregation Rites his intention calling General Coun- 
cil.

March, 1865, the Pope appointed commission 
five cardinals discuss preliminary questions regard 
the Council. This was called the Central Commission. 
Soon four more cardinals were added its number, and 
was given also secretary and eight consultors. This 
commission held numerous meetings between March 
1865 and December, 1869. Its first motion was that bish- 
ops various countries called upon for suggestions 
matters for discussion. March 27, 1865, the Pope 
commanded thirty-six bishops the Latin rite designated 
him express their views under pledge silence. 
Earlv 1866, the Pope designated several bishops the 
Oriental rite under the same conditions. The next step 
taken was form sub-commissions for the more thorough 
discussion the subjects debated the Council. 
Hence theologians and canonists, belonging the secular 
and regular clergy were summoned Rome from the 
various countries co-operate the work. The original 
plan open the Council the eighteenth centenary fes- 
tival the martyrdom the two great Apostles, June 29, 
1867, was prevented the war between Austria and Italy, 
and the withdrawal the French troops from Rome. 
But there were nearly five hundred bishops Rome 
attend the centennial celebration, Pope Pius IX. made the 
first public announcement the Council consistory 
held June 26, 1867. The bishops received the announce- 
ment with joy. The Commission then debated the ques- 
tion who should invited attend the Council, which 
decided the following should invited.

RESULTS THE VATICAN COUNCIL. 

Two Constitutions were promulgated. 

lst. Constitution the Catholic doctrine opposed 
Rationalism, Materialism, and Atheism. 

2nd. The Constitution the Infallibility the Pope. 
PUBLIC SESSIONS THE VATICAN COUNCIL. 

Session, December 1869, which the Vatican 
Council was solemnly opened Pius IX. 

2nd Session, January 1870, which the Council made 
its profession the Tridentine faith. 

3rd Session, April 24, 1870, which the first dog- 
matic Constitution, the Council defined the Supernatural 
Order and condemned the opposing errors. 

4th Session, July 18, 1870, which the Council declared 
the dogma the Infallibility the Pope. 

Within the Council there was minority about one- 
fifth who thought the definition the Infallibility the 
Pope inopportune, they feared the definition 
would lead the apostasy many wavering Catholics, 
and would increase the estrangement those separated 
from the Church, besides, giving rise interference with 
the affairs the Church the governments the dif- 
ferent countries. The minority suffered itself led 
opportunist considerations. Most the Austro-Hungarian 
members the Council were against the definition, 
well nearly half the American fathers, and one-third 
the French fathers. There were seven Italian bishops, 
two each the English and Irish bishops, three bishops 
from North America, and one Swiss bishop belonging 
the minority. 

Denial Papal Infallibility was heirloom Galli- 
canism and Jansenism, and was the chief doctrinal error 
the times, because struck the validity the Pon- 
tifical Acts the last three hundred years, weakened the 
effect Papal decisions the present, and endangered 
the very root faith. 

July 18, 1870, under the Presidency Pope 
Pius IX: 435 fathers the Council assembled St. 
The last vote was then taken; 433 fathers voted 
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and only two, Bishop Riccio Cajazzo, Italy, 
and Bishop Edward Fitzgerald Little Rock, Arkansas 
voted “non placet”. During the proceedings thunder- 
storm broke over Vatican, and amid thunder and light- 
ning the Pope promulgated the new dogma, like Moses 
promulgating the law Mt. Sinai. The Constitution 
the the Pope closes with the following 


“Faithfully adhering the tradition inherited from the 
beginning the Christian Faith, we, with the approbation 
the Sacred Council, for the glory God our Savior, 
for the exaltation the Catholic religion, and the salva- 
tion the Christian peoples, teach, and define Di- 
vinely revealed dogma, that the Roman Pontiff, when 
speaks cathedra, that is, when the exercise his 
office shepherd and teacher all Christians, vir- 
tue his supreme Apostolic authority, decides that 
doctrine concerning faith morals held the 
entire Church, possesses consequence the Divine 
aid promised him St. Peter, that infallibility with which 
the Divine Savior wished have His Church furnished 
for the definition doctrine concerning faith morals, 
not consequence the Church’s consent, irreform- 
able.” 

During the sessions the Council great was the exter- 
nal excitement over, and opposition the definition 
the Papal Infallibility, consequently naturally enough the 
outside world anxiously awaited see how the dogma 
was received the minority who opposed the definition 
the last. the glory those princes the Church 
recorded that without exception, they one and all re- 
ceived the dogma loyal, obedient sons Holy Church. 
The two bishops who had voted July 18th “non placet” 
advanced the Papal throne the same session, and 
acknowledged their acceptance the truth thus defined. 
Bishop Fitzgerald Rock said simply and with 
true greatness, “Holy Father, now believe.” 

Thus the Vatican Council, though interrupted the 
occupation the Papal States the Piedmontese troops, 
yet its first Constitution against Rationalism and Free 
thinking the day, gave authorative and clear expres- 
sion the fundamental principles natural and super- 
natural understanding right and true faith, their pos- 
sibility, necessity, their sources, and their relation 
each other. 

The Second Constitution settled finally question which 
had disturbed the minds men from the time the Great 
Schism and the Council Constance, and more especially, 
from the appearance the four Gallican articles, 1862, 
the question the relation between the Pope and the 
Church. According the dogmatic decision the Vati- 
can Council, the Church. According the dogmatic de- 
cision the Vatican Council, the Papacy founded 
Christ the crown and center the entire constitution 
the Catholic Church. The Papacy includes itself the 
entire fullness the power administrating and teach- 
ing bestowed Christ upon His Church. Henceforth, 
ecclesiastical particularism and the theory national 
Churches are forever overthrown. However, the other 
hand, extravagant and unjust say that the defi- 
nition primacy jurisdiction and the infallibility 
the Pope the ecumenical councils have lost their essential 
importance. The ecumenical councils have never been 
absolutely necessary. Even before the Vatican Council, 
their decrees obtained general currency only through the 
approval the Popes. Apart from this, however, the 
hierarchy united with the Pope General Council 
now iormerly the most complete representation the 
Catholic Church.

revived and brought completion Pius IX. and his 
two successors. December 1870, Pius IX. made St. 
Joseph Patron the Universal Church. Pope Leo XIII. 
treated moral and religious problems his encyclicals, 
that 1881, the origin civil power; Free- 
masonry that 1884, human freedom that 
1888, Christian marriage that 1880. Pius took 
the reform the Italian diocesan seminaries, the reg- 
ulation the philosophical and theological studies 
candidates for the priesthood and established Commis- 
sion for the codification the whole modern Canon 
Law, which was completed the Pontificate Pope 


XV., and was promulgated Pentecost Sunday 

PROROGATION THE VATICAN COUNCIL. 
October 20, 1870, Pope Pius IX. issued the Bull 
quam Dei Munere,” which prorogated the Vatican Coun- 
cil indefinitely. 

Our present Holy Father, Pius XI. has already begun 
preparations for the reopening the Vatican Council, 
which hopes take place 1928.

Again the student less 
willing take things for granted than his young- 
brother; gravitates towards phonetic analysis 
rather than towards imitation for which rea- 
son offered. the case younger students, 
therefore, the natural method 
praductive very good the case the 
more mature, seems wiser use combination 
with some analytical method that reason may 
brought into action well the imitative faculty.

Such images, however, are 
vague and general rather than distinct and particu- 
lar. The word for instance, evokes 
image that could scarcely subjected careful 
analysis. regard sensory experiences there 
also much said. The four brain centers 
should active acquiring language; not only 
the two sensory centers, auditory and visual, but al- 
the two motor centers, motor writing and motor 
speech. The greater the number sensory impres- 
sions enlisted acquiring language, the more 
rapid and thorough will its acquisition. Lan- 
guage study best cultivated utilizing the ner- 
vous energy the four centers; the eye, ear, 
vocal organs and hand. Each supports the others 
and heightens the total impression. Hence good 
pedagogy calls into activity all the powers that the 
student possesses, far least, they bear 
upon the subject being studied. More important 
than the impressions made upon the student are the 
child, these reactions are first few number and 
simple character; the child develops, they be- 
come more varied. They may emotional, such 
fear object, motor, such seeking grasp 
object. Verbal reactions are potent instruments for 
inducing and supporting analysis images, since 
words establish and transmit distinctions. Unfor- 
tunately however, there are many words, preposi- 
tions, conjunctions and abstract words for instance, 
incapable imagery.

mind has fixed system verbal reactions and that 
its development new system reactions will 
difficult proportion the foreign language in- 
volves forms reaction not found the student’s 
vernacular.

The natural the 
direct method will found produce good results 
when used with younger students with those who 
are able devote considerable period time 
the study the foreign language; the analytical 
method works well when there question ma- 
ture students. Again the analytical and the direct 
may combined, the first being used for pronun- 
ciation and the second for word interpretation. 
scarcely possible say that there any single 
best method; each has its good points and its bad. 
The wise teacher will vary the method suit the 
aim the maturity her students, imitating the 
bee that sips sweetness from any flower which 
found. 

Whatever the method used, there will always re- 
main certain difficulties faced and mastered 
the student. Among these difficulties may men- 
tioned the following: Grammatical habits pecu- 
liar each and every language. The lack 
exact synonyms the vernacular for many foreign 
words. The fact that full appreciation 
individual word can gained only seeing 
its proper context the foreign language. Only the 
teacher’s knowledge her subject and her ingenu- 
ity using that knowledge can help the student 
these three cases, and probably many others. 
final analysis, careful observation her class 
usually the teacher’s best means determining the 
method used. 

Irrespective methods, the following suggestions 
may found helpful. well always give 
rapid survey the subject about assigned for 
study, that the students may have general idea 
it, and remember that their rate assimilation 
will correspond with the mentality the students. 
wise, also, train students ask questions, 
productive questions, both people and books, and 
encourage group study, which stimulates the 
weak students and the strong and enables the for- 
mer profit association with the latter. good 
teacher will make the work the present prepar- 
ation for the work the future and will test the 
progress her students, not only knowledge 
acquired, but facility acquiring it. More- 
over she will begin each class period with some 
short prayer, the Hail Mary aspiration hon- 
our Blessed Mother, that she may have 
God’s blessing her work, blessing that will 
the strongest possible factor making her work 
success, blessing God will surely grant her 
she asks His Mother’s name.

Who the hero the average 
American college today? Surely 
not the “grind,” the “shark,” the 
“high-brow.” These terms dislike 
and reproach are applied conscien- 
tious students their headlong com- 
rades, and the practice affords en- 
gaged the attempt master their 
books. Too often they feel like fish 
thoughtless young persons absorbed 
social activities sports. The 
hero college not the earnest 
seeker for mental improvement. 
more likely the football star. 

Now and then—but very rarely—he 
may happen both, and that 
case his popularity not de- 
cried. But the average youth who 
goes for social distinction for 
athletics almost certain succumb 
demands which leave him too little 
time for study, and cause him fail 
his classes. 

drive with the object lessening 
the distinction American colleges 
and making institutions seats cul- 
ture instead places entertain- 
ment, might not bad thing. 
course should managed with tact. 
Wisdom avoids extremes. 


Desire for Education. 


People who have paid particular 
attention the subject would as- 
tonished the extent which the 
university extension system has ex- 
panded the United States. 

Additions the list institutions 
offering courses this character are 
noted from year year. -The Univer- 
sity Wisconsin, pioneer the en- 
terprise, conducts fewer than 490 
different courses its extension de- 
partment, for which the number 
students entered 1924 reached the 
enormous total 30,000. Several 
other universities and colleges have 
extension departments which the 
number students 5,000, 
while the aggregate enrollment es- 
tablishments with less patronage far 
from negligible. 

Colleges which hold summer ses- 
sions and offer short courses are able 
point increased enrollments from 
year year, and meanwhile the at- 
tendance the regular terms in- 
stitutions higher learning continues 
exhibit steady growth. Evidently 
the desire for higher education 
stronger than was earlier times. 
Formerly intellectual culture was re- 
garded necessity only for persons 
intended for the learned professions 
called. Now looked upon 
desirable for all who can secure it, 
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and degree prosperity enjoyed 
the community general which 
makes possible its attainment 
larger proportion the public than 
ever before. The increase full-time 
regular students 148 American col- 
leges which reported this year and 
last per cent. over 1923-4. 

True that not all who are en- 
abled enter colleges make the most 
their opportunities; there are stu- 
dents who fritter away their time 
athletic social activities; there are 
some sheer drones. But the leakage 
all probability offset the num- 
ber earnest students profiting 
the short courses, the summer ses- 
sions, and the extension work; that 
the grand outcome substantial in- 
crease trained intelligence the 
nation.

While there still some quarters 
disposition dispute the proposi- 
tion that solving crosswords puzzles 
anything but waste time, the 
preponderance opinion seems 
the other side. Many individuals 
identified with higher education are 
giving the exercise their sanction. The 
challenged the Oklahoma Agricul- 
tural college cross-word puzzle 
contest. The team consist 
five members each side, three 
whom are students, one facul- 
member and one alumnus. 
Northwestern University has adopted 
the crosswords puzzle advertise its 
Law School. Chicago booksellers re- 
port that sales unabridged diction- 
aries have more than tripled since 
crosswords puzzles became the rage. 
Undoubtedly the possesion diction- 
aries will tend increase their habit- 
ual use, and this will much for pop- 
ular education. 

Frank O’Hara, professor English 
the Universitv Chicago, declares 
that the solving crosswords puz- 
zles stimulates the mind. Another 
champion contents himself with pro- 
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nouncing the crosswords puzzle 
angenious and alluring pastime—which 
itself high praise. 

Let the crosswords puzzle flourish 
while continues please. may 
some Except consuming 
time that should otherwise em- 
that temptation young people who 
find delight working crosswords 
puzzles should continually 
guard. 


The New York Schools Survey. 

Fifteen schools New York city 
are trying the Dalton contract plan 
individualizing instruction. ‘This 
plan, its sponsors assert, keeps the 
pupil always working his own job, 
and working fast can for- 
ward. For the assistance Super- 
intendent O’Shea and the body 
non-resident educators studying the 
advantages and defects the New 
York schools, with the object ar- 
riving plans for their improvement, 
committee three expert educators 
has made list what are termed 
“high spots” observable the New 
York schools the present time. 

Introducing the subject, the report 
says: New York city schools 
are stations, which are 
being tried out various schemes the 
new education, some originating here, 
some borrowed from outside sources. 
The most progressive principals, 
with their teachers, are 
endeavoring discover whether pro- 
posals are worthy adaptation our 
metropolitan conditions.” 

listing the least usual high spots, 
broadcast for study and possible 
imitation, the committee does not in- 
dorse them, but merely suggests that 
they merit being placed 
terested principals for study. Some 
the “high spots” listed are fol- 
lows: Brighter pupils, instead skip- 
ping grades and going ahead with 
older pupils, stay with children 
their own years, but learn more 
poetry, history and manual arts. 

Each pupil compiles history
